ROSEBURG, Ore. (AP) — A 

gunman opened fire at a 
rural Oregon community 


college Thursday, killing at 
least ten people before dy¬ 
ing in a shootout with po¬ 
lice, authorities said. 

The killer, identified only as 
a 20-year-old man, invad¬ 


ed a classroom and de¬ 
manded that people stand 
up and state their religion 
before spraying more bul¬ 
lets, one student reported. 
Authorities shed no light on 


the gunman’s motive and 
said they were investigat¬ 
ing. Oregon Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Ellen Rosenblum said 
10 people were dead af¬ 
ter the attack at Umpqua 


Community College in the 
small timber town of Rose¬ 
burg, about 180 miles south 
of Portland.

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NYPD announces reforms in 
response to a critical report

NEW YORK (AP) — Amid concerns about excessive 
force, the New York Police Department unveiled a 
new program on Thursday to document physical en¬ 
counters officers have with the public and to discour¬ 
age using force in the first place. 

The 35,000-officer department, the nation's largest, 
touted the initiative as a way to track and analyze all 
instances when force is used and said it will use the 
data to adjust training and identify problem officers. 
Police officials conceded that under current proce¬ 
dures, instances of force sometimes go unreported. 
Under the new policy, the department won't wait for 
a death or serious injury or an allegation of abuse to 
initiate an inquiry. Assistant Chief Kevin Ward said at a 
news conference. 

“If we use force, we will document it,” said Ward, 
who’s spearheading the effort. “We will investigate it.” 
Police officials likened the approach to one they credit 
with dramatically reducing instances of when officers 
fire their guns. Those shootings totaled 79 in 2014, a re¬ 
cord low. 

According to a summary, the new guidelines will em¬ 
phasize “the duty of all members to protect human 
life, including people in their custody" and promote 
the use of verbal techniques to head off a physical 
encounter. 

The overhaul “sends a message to all New Yorkers that 
we're going to enforce the law, but we’re going to 
do it in a way that only uses that force which is neces¬ 
sary,” Mayor Bill de Blasio said in a statement. 

The measures were announced the same day the 
city's inspector general, Philip Eure, released a report 
faulting the NYPD for not doing more to combat ex¬ 
cessive force. At a separate press briefing, Eure told 
reporters that compared to some other big-city police 
departments, the NYPD “was living a little bit in the 
Dark Ages with respect to its use-of-force policies.” 
Asked about Eure’s comment, Police Commissioner 
William Bratton insisted the department has been ag¬ 
gressively revamping its policies for well over a year. 
The examination of the NYPD’s record on force comes 
in the wake of the police chokehold death of Eric Gar¬ 
ner in 2014 and a rough takedown and handcuffing 
of former professional tennis star James Blake after of¬ 
ficers mistook him for a criminal suspect in September. 
Both were videotaped and remain under official re¬ 
view; neither was part of the analysis. 

Eure’s report criticized the department for not giving 
officers clear-cut guidelines on what constitutes exces¬ 
sive force and for often declining to discipline them 
when they cross the line. 

A rulebook for the NYPD “is completely silent on what 
actions constitute ‘force,’” the report said. The rules 
prohibit excessive force “while offering no clarity on 
what constitutes ‘excessive force,"’ it added. 

The analysis also found that from 2010 through 2014, 
the NYPD opted not to punish officers in 37 of 104 cas¬ 
es with evidence of excessive force. 

“In a number of cases, the department has failed to 
meet its fundamental obligation to police itself,” the 
report said. 

There are also several examples of officers being in a 
position to intervene and potentially stop excessive 
force but choosing not to, the review said. 

It cites a video showing an officer punching a cyclist in 
the face four times on a Queens street after the man 
refused to produce his identification as another officer 
stands a few feet away with his thumbs hooked in his 
belt. □

“It's been a terrible day,” 
a grim-faced Douglas 
County Sheriff John Hanlin 
said at a news conference. 
“Certainly this is a huge 
shock to our community.” 
Hours after the attack, a vis¬ 
ibly angry President Barack 
Obama spoke to reporters, 
saying the U.S. is becoming 
numb to mass shootings 
and that the shooters have 
“sickness” in their minds. 
Repeating his support for 
tighter gun-control mea¬ 
sures, the president said 
thoughts and prayers are 
no longer enough in such 
situations because they 
do nothing to stop similar 
attacks from happening 
a few weeks or months 
later. He challenged vot¬ 
ers wanting to confront the 
problem to vote for elect¬ 
ed officials who will act. 
Police began receiving 
calls about a campus 
shooting at 10:38 a.m. The 
school has a single un¬ 
armed security guard. 
Kortney Moore, 18, said she

“One girl came out 
wrapped in a blanket with

Jessica Chandler of Myrtle 
Creek, south of Roseburg, 
was at the fairgrounds 
desperately seeking infor¬ 
mation about her 18-year- 
old daughter, Rebecka 
Carnes. 

“I don't know where she is. I 
don’t know if she’s wound¬ 
ed. I have no idea where 
she's at," Chandler said. 
Carnes' best friend told 
Chandler that her daugh¬ 
ter had been flown by he¬ 
licopter to a hospital, but 
she had not been able to 
find her at area medical 
centers. 

Interim college President 
Rita Cavin said it was awful 
to watch families waiting 
for the last bus of survivors 
and their loved ones were 
not on it. 

“This is a tragedy and 
an anomaly,” she said. 
“We have a wonderful, 
warm, loving and friendly 
campus. ”□

Hurricane Joaquin batters Bahamas; storm could threaten US

ELEUTHERA, Bahamas (AP) 

— Hurricane Joaquin un¬ 
leased heavy flooding as 
it roared through sparsely 
populated islands in the 
eastern Bahamas on Thurs¬ 
day as a Category 4 storm, 
with forecasters warning it 
could grow even stronger 
before carving a path that 
would take it near the U.S. 
East Coast. 

The storm battered trees 
and buildings as surging 
waters reached the win¬ 
dows of some homes on 
Long Island in the Baha¬ 
mas and completely inun¬ 
dated the airport runway 
at Ragged Island. There 
were no immediate reports 
of casualties, according to 
Capt. Stephen Russell, the 
director of the Bahamas 
National Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency. 

Prime Minister Perry Christie 
said he was amending laws 
to mandate evacuations 
because some people 


were refusing to move into 
shelters. 

“We do not know the im¬ 
pact of 140 miles an hour 
on those areas,” he said, 
referring to the hurricane’s 
winds. “We know it's a hor¬ 


rific kind of experience.” 
Christie and other top-rank¬ 
ing officials also deflected 
accusations that the gov¬ 
ernment was not prepared 
and that residents were not 
properly advised. 


People on the island of 
Eleuthera braced for the 
approaching storm late 
Thursday as they hauled 
sandbags and boarded up 
businesses. 

“It's going to be a scary 


storm,” said 42-year-old 
construction worker Jason 
Petty as he pointed at tow¬ 
ering clouds gathering to 
the north as the sun went 
down in Eleuthera. “It looks 
nice now, but later on it's 
going to be terrible, just 
terrible.” Petty was helping 
friend Demetrius Johnson, 
owner of Majestic 9 barber 
shop, prepare for the storm. 
Johnson had been sharing 
pictures of the damage in 
Acklins and other islands 
through Whatsapp as he 
waited for the storm. 
“People weren’t taking this 
storm seriously until 48 hours 
ago," he said. “But now 
it’s a Category 4, and we 
know it's serious.” 

Christian minister Dawn 
Taylor said she believed 
Eleuthera would withstand 
the hurricane because Ba¬ 
hamians learned how to 
cope with storms after dev¬ 
astating Hurricane Floyd in 
1999, which hit with winds 
of 155 mph (249 kph) and 
generated up to 50-foot 
(15-meter) waves.□

Virginia: 

Federal judge clears way

RICHMOND, Virginia (AP) 

— A federal judge has 
cleared the way for Virginia 
to execute a convicted se¬ 
rial killer on Thursday night, 
saying an unwarranted de¬ 
lay would be harmful for 
those victimized. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Henry E. Hudson on Thurs¬ 
day lifted an order block¬ 
ing Alfredo Prieto's execu¬ 
tion, which is scheduled for 
9 p.m. His lawyers vowed to 
appeal. 

Attorneys for Prieto, 49, 
wanted his execution de¬ 


layed as they seek more in¬ 
formation about the drugs, 
which were obtained from 
Texas' prison system, to en¬ 
sure they won’t bring about 
a painful death. 

Hudson said Prieto’s law¬ 
yers had not adequately 
shown that the drugs are 
unsafe and said it was in 
the public interest for the 
execution to proceed as 
planned. 

The judge said an unwar¬ 
ranted delay of the execu¬ 
tion would be harmful for 
those victimized by Prieto’s 
crimes, a harm “magnified 
here by the appalling num- 


it received the wrong drug 
as it prepared to lethally in¬ 
ject an inmate. 

Attorney General Scott 
Pruitt said Oklahoma 
needed time to sort out 
why its Department of 
Corrections received a 
shipment of potassium ac¬ 
etate instead of potassium 
chloride for Richard Glos- 
sip’s execution that was to 
occur Wednesday. 

Pruitt's request to the state 
Court of Criminal Appeals 
came hours after Gov. 
Mary Fallin said she was 
confident the state could 
resolve its problems in time 
for an execution set for 
next week. 

“The Office of the Attor¬ 
ney General needs time 
to evaluate the events 
that transpired on Sept. 
30, 2015, ODOC's acquisi¬ 
tion of a drug contrary to 
protocol, and ODOC's in¬ 
ternal procedures relative 
to the protocol,” Pruitt's of¬ 
fice said in its request to the 
court. 

Pruitt asked for an indefi¬ 
nite stay. 

The next scheduled execu¬ 
tion is Benjamin Cole’s on 
Oct. 7, followed by John 
Marion Grant's on Oct. 28.

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House passes defense bill that Obama threatens to veto

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Republican-led House on 
Thursday approved a mul- 
tibillion-dollar U.S. defense 
policy bill despite a White 
House veto threat. 

The vote was 270-156, more 
than enough to sustain a 
veto. The $612 billion bill — 
covering new ships, aircraft 
and pay raises for military 
personnel — authorizes the 


increase in spending that 
President Barack Obama 
had requested, but he 
strenuously opposes the 
way Congress did it. 
Lawmakers increased de¬ 
fense spending by pad¬ 
ding a separate, war-fight¬ 
ing account with an extra 
$38.3 billion. That account 
— for overseas contingen¬ 
cy operations — is not sub¬ 
ject to spending limits. 

The defense policy bill is 


one of the few bipartisan 
measures in Congress that 
has readily become law for 
more than a half-century, 
but Obama’s veto threat 
jeopardizes the legislation. 
The dispute is over wheth¬ 
er Congress should break 
through spending caps 
when it comes to defense, 
but adhere to them for do¬ 
mestic agencies. Obama 
and his Democratic sup¬ 
porters say no. Republicans 


argued that the bill autho¬ 
rizes money for national se¬ 
curity amid global threats. 
Rep. Mac Thornberry, the 
Republican chairman of 
the House Armed Services 
Committee, said the bill is 
critical for the troops and 
for national security. 

“This is no time for political 
games,” Thornberry said 
during House debate. “This 
is the time to come togeth¬ 
er and pass a bill that helps 


provide for the country's 
security. ... This is a danger¬ 
ous world, and it is getting 
more dangerous by the 
minute."Rep. Steny Hoyer 
the No. 2 Democrat in the 
House, said using the warf¬ 
ighting account employs a 
strategy to “sneak around" 
the ceilings Congress im¬ 
posed to check spending. 
Hoyer said the special ac¬ 
count is handled on a year- 
to-year basis. □ 


Republican lawmakers criticize likely next leader’s comments

House Republicans called 
on the chamber’s likely 
next speaker Thursday to 
apologize for crediting the 
House Benghazi investiga¬ 
tion panel with wounding 
Democratic frontrunner 
Hillary Rodham Clinton’s 
presidential campaign, 
delivering a rare public re¬ 
buke to a leading member 
of their own party. 

The unusually open criti¬ 
cism comes at a tumultu¬ 
ous time for House Repub¬ 
licans, who are revamping 
their leadership team fol¬ 


lowing last Friday's abrupt 
resignation by Republican 


House Speaker John Boeh¬ 
ner. They also reflect a con¬ 


cern among Republicans 
that Boehner’s expected 
successor. Majority Leader 
Kevin McCarthy, may have 
damaged his own party 
with his remarks. 

“I think it’s a total mischar- 
acterization of the good 
work that’s been done 
on the Benghazi commit¬ 
tee,” Rep. Jason Chaffetz, 
a Republican, said of Mc¬ 
Carthy's comments in an 
interview. 

Chaffetz, chairman of the 
House Oversight and Gov¬ 
ernment Reform Commit¬ 
tee, said he told McCarthy 
privately Wednesday that 
he still supported his bid to 


become speaker but con¬ 
sidered his comments un¬ 
true. 

“To discredit the commit¬ 
tee and its purpose was 
wrong and he should walk 
back those statements,” 
Chaffetz said. 

The special House com¬ 
mittee has been investi¬ 
gating the 2012 attacks 
on U.S. diplomatic facilities 
in Benghazi, Libya, 
that killed four Americans, 
including Ambassador 
Chris Stevens. 

Clinton was secretary of 
state at the time and is 
scheduled to testify this

Senators reach deal to reduce prison time for some offenders

WASHINGTON (AP) — A bi¬ 
partisan group of senators, 
in a rate compromise, un¬ 
veiled legislation on Thurs¬ 
day that would overhaul 
the U.S. criminal justice sys¬ 
tem, allowing some nonvio¬ 
lent drug offenders to get 
reduced prison sentences 
and giving judges greater 
discretion in sentencing. 
“This historic reform bill ad¬ 
dresses legitimate over-in¬ 
carceration concerns while 
targeting violent criminals 
and masterminds in the 
drug trade,” Sen. Charles 


Grassley, the Republican 
chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

In the deal struck between 
some of the Senate’s most 
conservative and liberal 
members, judges would 
have the discretion to give 
sentences below the man¬ 
datory minimum for nonvio¬ 
lent drug offenders. Some 
current inmates could get 
their sentences reduced 
by as much as 25 percent 
by taking part in rehabilita¬ 
tion programs, if they are 
deemed a low risk to of¬ 
fend again. 

Since 1980, the federal 


prison population has ex¬ 
ploded, in part because of 
mandatory minimum sen¬ 
tences for nonviolent drug 
offenders. In 1980, the fed¬ 
eral prison population was 
less than 25,000. Today, it is 
more than 200,000. 

The package should have 
momentum in the Senate 
since it was negotiated by 
some of the most powerful 
senators. But its sponsors ac¬ 
knowledged they weren't 
sure if their bipartisan com¬ 
promise would be accept¬ 
able in a more polarized 
House. A House Judiciary 
Committee spokeswoman 
said the panel expects to 


introduce legislation soon. 
The Senate bill would elimi¬ 
nate mandatory life sen¬ 
tences for three-time, non¬ 
violent offenders. 

Violent offenders, sex of¬ 
fenders and inmates con¬ 
victed of terrorism charges 
would be excluded. Mem¬ 
bers of organized crime 
syndicates and major fraud 
offenders would also be ex¬ 
cluded. 

At a news conference 
Thursday, the senators con¬ 
gratulated each other for 
reaching a bipartisan com¬ 
promise at a time when 
such agreements are rare. 
“This is the way the system 


is supposed to work,” Sen. 
Joihn Cornyn, the No. 2 Re¬ 
publican, said. 

The White House hasn't 
commented on the bill. But 
in July, President Barack 
Obama became the first 
president to visit a fed¬ 
eral prison while in office. 
He called for changes in 
the criminal justice system, 
saying a distinction had to 
be made between young 
people doing “stupid 
things" and violent crimi- 
nals.Among the senators' 
goals: Make the sentenc¬ 
ing system more fair, re¬ 
duce recidivism and con¬ 
tain rising prison costsO

Manufacturing barely expands as global economy slows

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

manufacturers expanded 
at their slowest pace in 
two years last month, held 
back by faltering global 
growth and cutbacks in oil 
and gas drilling. 


The Institute for Supply 
Management said Thurs¬ 
day that its index of factory 
activity fell sharply to 50.2 
in September from 51.1 in 
August. That is the lowest 
level since May 2013. Any 
reading above 50 indi¬ 
cates expansion. 


New orders and produc¬ 
tion both fell sharply and 
a measure of hiring also 
declined, according to 
the ISM, a trade group of 
purchasing managers. All 
three measures still barely 
remained in expansion ter¬ 
ritory. 

U.S. manufacturers are get¬ 
ting hit by slower growth in 
China, the world’s second- 
largest economy, and 
a stronger dollar, which 
makes U.S. goods more 
expensive overseas. The 
15 percent rise in the dol¬ 
lar's value in the past year 
has also made imports 
cheaper compared with 
U.S.-made goods. Oil and 
gas drillers are also cut¬ 
ting back on their orders 
for steel pipe and other 
equipment in the wake of 


sharply lower oil prices. 

The report “is yet another 
illustration of the devastat¬ 
ing impact that the strong 
dollar and weak foreign 
demand is having on the 
battered factory sector," 
Steve Murphy, an econo¬ 
mist at Capital Econom¬ 
ics, said. “Things might well 
get even worse before 
they begin to get better. 
Nevertheless, the ... incom¬ 
ing data on the rest of the 
economy are still incredibly 
upbeat." Sales of existing 
homes reached an eight- 
year high in July before 
slipping in August. Ameri¬ 
cans are also getting more 
confident in the economy 
and consumer spending 
has been solid. The number 
of people seeking unem¬ 
ployment benefits is near a 


15-year low. 

Yet China’s factory activ¬ 
ity contracted again last 
month, according to a 
survey of its purchasing 
managers. Its manufac¬ 
turing index inched up to 
49.8 from 49.7 in August. 
Bradley Holcomb, chair of 
the ISM’s survey commit¬ 
tee, said that uncertainty 
around precisely how bad¬ 
ly China’s economy is slow¬ 
ing, and about the Federal 
Reserve's next moves, are 
also weighing on manu¬ 
facturers. The weakness 
was widespread. Only 
seven industries out of 18 
tracked by the index ac¬ 
tually reported growth, in¬ 
cluding printing, textiles, 
furniture, food and bever¬ 
ages, paper products and 
minerals. a 


Applications for jobless aid 
rise, but remain near lows

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ap¬ 
plications for unemploy¬ 
ment benefits rose last 
week, but Americans are 
seeking jobless aid at his¬ 
torically low levels con¬ 
sistent with a healthy job 
market. 

The Labor Department 
said Thursday that weekly 
applications for jobless aid 
rose 10,000 to a season¬ 
ally adjusted 277,000. The 
four-week average, a less 
volatile figure, declined to 
270,750. " 

Applications are a proxy 
for layoffs. The low level of 
applications indicates that 
companies trust that the 
U.S. economy will continue 
to expand and will possi¬ 
bly boost hiring. The report 
indicates that employers 


have yet to be frightened 
off by the slowdown in Chi¬ 
na’s economy and fierce 
sell-offs in the U.S. stock 
market. 

“Filings at this level are in¬ 
credibly low by historical 
standards,” said Stephen 
Stanley, chief economist 
at Amherst Pierpont Securi¬ 
ties.

The drop in weekly applica¬ 
tions has reduced the total 
number of people receiv¬ 
ing benefits.

GM plans cost cuts of $5.5B 
to help finance new mobility

MILFORD TOWNSHIP, Mich. (AP) — General Motors 
plans to cut $5.5 billion in manufacturing, purchasing 
and administrative costs during the next three years, 
helping to finance a big push info autonomous cars 
and car- and ride-sharing services. 

The company told Wall Street analysts Thursday that 
the savings in logistics, manufacturing, information 
technology and other costs will more than offset in¬ 
creased investments in brand development and new 
technology. 

GM says it will start testing a fleet of self-driving Chev¬ 
rolet Volt plug-in hybrid cars late next year at its gi¬ 
ant technical center campus north of Detroit. It also 
announced two car- and ride-sharing services that it 
expects to generate added profits. The test Volts will 
be summoned by employees with a smartphone app. 
The company also has a car-sharing program that al¬ 
lows residents of a 479-home luxury aparfmenf build¬ 
ing in New York Cify to reserve SUVs and park them 
in any of 200 garages in Manhattan. It also plans to 
launch a car-sharing service in an unidentified U.S. 
city early next year. 

CEO Mary Barra said GM plans to disrupt the auto in¬ 
dustry in new forms of mobility. 

Product Development chief Mark Reuss said the au¬ 
tonomous car tests aren't being announced just to 
get media attention. “We’re not doing this as a pub¬ 
licity stunt,” he said. 

The self-driving car experiment is an effort by GM to 
match Google, which has a fleet 48 robot cars that 
have logged more than 2 million miles on private 
tracks, highways and city streets near the company’s 
Mountain View, California, headquarters. Apple also 
is testing its own autonomous vehicles, and Uber has 
created a lab in Pittsburgh to develop them. 

GM President Dan Ammann told analysts that the 
personal car ownership model will remain in place for 
“quife some time." But GM is experimenting with au¬ 
tonomous cars “so we're right there every step of fhe 
way,” once that model changes. 

No company in or out of the auto industry has solved 
all the technical obstacles to autonomous cars, nor 
can they claim leadership, Reuss said. GM sees an op¬ 
portunity to lead as it works with partners to develop 
better sensor technology that can handle heavy fog 
or ice patches, artificial intelligence that can predict 
driver behavior and prepare for real-world problems 
and precision mapping to guide the cars, he said. 
“We have already developed a lot of this enabling 
technology because we saw this coming,” Reuss told 
the analysts. 

GM also announced that it would be the first in the 
auto industry next year when it reveals technology to 
weld aluminum to steel. That will help GM further re¬ 
duce weight in its vehicles. The company also predict¬ 
ed a 31 percent reduction in battery costs for electric 
cars that could speed price reductions. Currently its 
battery cost per kilowatt hour is $ 145, but that will drop 
to $100 by 2018, a reduction that could make the cars 
more competitive with internal combustion engines. 
GM now sells the Chevrolet Volt, which can go about 
40 miles on battery power before a gasoline genera¬ 
tor kicks in. It also has promised to roll out the Chev¬ 
rolet Bolt, a $40,000 fully electric car with a 200-mile 
range, in late 2016. The company also said during its 
annual investor presentation that global growth ini¬ 
tiatives will increase earnings per share to $5 to $5.50 
next year.Q

Officials say rebels trading fire with coalition ships

MOSCOW (AP) — As Rus¬ 
sian warplanes carried out 
a second wave of airstrikes 
Thursday in Syria, Moscow 
defended its military in¬ 
volvement against Western 
criticism of its intentions, 
saying it sees “eye-to-eye” 
with the U.S.-led coalition 
campaign on its targets in 
the country. 

The claim of agreement 
with Washington came 
amid conflicting reports 
about Russia's intentions 
in Syria and whether it is 
targeting only Islamic State 
and al-Qaida-linked mili¬ 
tants. 

The U.S. and its allies fear 
that Russia, which has 
backed the family of Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad since 
the current leader’s father 
was in power, is using the 
air campaign as a pre¬ 
text to go after anti-Assad 
rebels that include CIA- 
backed groups. 

Russian jets appeared to 
be primarily bombing cen¬ 
tral and northwestern Syria, 
strategic regions that are 
the gateway to Assad’s 
strongholds in the capital of 
Damascus and the coast. 
Warplanes hit locations of 
a U.S.-backed rebel group, 
Tajamu Alezzah, in the 
central province of Hama, 
said the Britain-based Syr¬ 
ian Observatory for Human 
Rights. It added that Ta¬ 
jamu Alezzah also was tar¬ 
geted a day earlier. 

Idlib province appeared 
to bear the brunt of the 
attacks, activists said. The 
province is controlled by 
a coalition of rebel groups 
that include the al-Qaida- 
linked Jabbat al-Nusra. 

In Syria’s chaotic civil war 
and rapidly shifting battle¬ 
field terrain, however, it 
can be difficult to distin¬ 


guish which groups holds 
what territory. 

On Wednesday, French 
Defense Minister Jean-Yves 
Le Drian said Russian war¬ 
planes "didn't hit Islamic 
State,” and U.S. Defense 
Secretary Ash Carter had 
also said the Russians ap¬ 
peared to have targeted 
areas that did not include 
IS militants. 

Speaking Thursday at the 
United Nations, Russian For¬ 
eign Minister Sergey Lavrov 
rejected suggestions that 
the airstrikes were to shore 
up support for Moscow's 
main ally in the Middle East. 
He insisted Russia was tar¬ 
geting the same militant 
groups as the U.S.-led co¬ 
alition, which is conducting 
its own airstrikes in Syria: the 
Islamic State, also known 
as ISIL, the al-Qaida-linked 
Jabbat al-Nusra and other 
groups. 

"I would recall that we al¬ 
ways were saying that we 
are going to fight ISIL and 
other terrorist groups,” he 
said. "This is the same posi¬ 
tion which the Americans

nearly $100 million to help 
handle the influx that has 
strained the European 
Union. 

The office of fhe U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
on Thursday increased ifs 
“emergency appeal" for 
donations to its Europe pro¬ 
gram to $128 million, from 
$30.5 million made just last 
month.

UNHCR upped its already-

— More than 1,500 U.S. 
and Filipino marines on 
Thursday began annual 
exercises to improve com¬ 
bat readiness and better 
respond to humanitarian 
crises in the Philippines, 
which is frequently hit by 
powerful typhoons and is 
locked in a territorial dis¬ 
pute with China. Field train¬ 
ing drills during the nine- 
day Philippine Amphibious 
Landing Exercise will be 
held at five military camps 
in the northern Philippines, 
said Col. Nathaniel Casern, 
the Philippines' director of 
the exercises. Command 
post exercises involving 
computer simulations and 
humanitarian projects will 
take place in western Pal¬ 
awan, the province closest 
to disputed areas of the 
South China Sea. 

At least 860 U.S. Marines 
from Okinawa, Japan, and 
749 Filipino counterparts 
are taking part in the drills. 
U.S. Marine Brig. Gen. Paul 
Kennedy, the U.S. exer¬ 
cise director, said the two 
countries' security alliance 
has been upheld over the 
years through their close 
working relationship. 

Noting the territorial dis¬ 
putes, Kennedy told the 
opening ceremony of the 
drills that if anyone chal¬ 
lenged the Philippines’ sov¬ 
ereignty, the U.S. “would 
respond within a matter of 
hours, and generally, I as¬ 
sure you that that is not a 
hallow promise." 

Kennedy left after the 
ceremony without taking 
questions. 

Washington has said many 
times that it does not take 
sides in the territorial dis¬ 
putes in the South Chi¬ 
na Sea, which involve the 
Philippines, China and four 
other governments.

USS Ronald Reagan arrives in Japan naval port

YOKOSUKA, Japan (AP) 

— The American nucle¬ 
ar-powered aircraft car¬ 
rier USS Ronald Reagan 
docked at its new home 
in Japan’s Yokosuka naval 
port Thursday just as Tokyo 
tries to deepen defense 
ties with the U.S. under new 
security laws that expand 
the role of Japan's military. 
The warship received a 
warm welcome from Japa¬ 
nese officials because of its 
role in disaster relief follow¬ 
ing the March 2011 earth¬ 
quake and tsunami disaster 
in northern Japan. 

At a ceremony, U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy Ray Mabus 
said the vessel's arrival and 
its welcome are “visible 
symbols of our shared com¬ 
mitment to one another 
and regional stability.” 
“Together we provide the 
most critical pillar of inter¬ 
national security, one that 
only maritime services can 
deliver,” he said. 

Outside the port, however, 
a small group of citizens 
protested the aircraft carri¬ 
er's deployment as a move 
to step up Japan’s military 
cooperation with the U.S. 
Prime Minister Shinzo Abe’s 


government has pushed 
to enhance the role of Ja¬ 
pan’s military in national 
defense and in global 


peacekeeping. It passed 
new laws during a chaotic 
parliamentary session last 
month that allow the coun¬ 
try’s troops to also defend

“absolutely (does) no such 
thing,” referring to sending 
spies to other countries. 

The government has pro¬ 
vided support for the two 
through Japanese diplo¬ 
matic establishments, Suga 
said, without elaborating. 
A Foreign Ministry official 
in charge of the safety of 
overseas Japanese said 


the two detainees were in 
good health, but that any 
prospect for their release 
was not known. 

China’s government said 
authorities arrested the two 
on suspicion of spying. 

“The legal basis of the ar¬ 
rests is that these two peo¬ 
ple engaged in spying in 
China,” Chinese Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Hong 
Lei said at a regular brief¬ 
ing Wednesday in Beijing. 
“If there’s anything in com¬ 
mon for these two people, 
it’s that both of them en¬ 
gaged in spying in China.” 
Spying carries a maximum 


penalty of execution in 
China. 

Japanese newspapers and 
television stations reported 
that the two were both 
men. One was apprehend¬ 
ed near military facilities in 
coastal Zhejiang, and the 
other near the border with 
North Korea at about the 
same time, according to 
the reports, which cited 
unnamed sources familiar 
with Japan-China affairs. 
Kyodo News agency re¬ 
ported that a third Japa¬ 
nese man was also in cus¬ 
tody over an unknown 
allegation.Q 
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Mexico extradites top capos, others from max security jail

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexi¬ 
co extradited 13 people to 
the United States this week, 
including two top drug lords 
and several suspects in two 
high-profile 2011 crimes in¬ 
volving Americans — an at¬ 
tack on immigration agents 
in San Luis Potosi and the 
killing of consulate workers 
in Ciudad Juarez. 

The move was part of 


a new coordination ef¬ 
fort between Mexico and 
the U.S. to fight organized 
crime, which arose from a 
June meeting between U.S. 
Attorney General Loretta 
Lynch and her Mexican 
counterpart, 

Arely Gomez, a U.S. Jus¬ 
tice Department statement 
said. 

The extraditions also come 
on the heels of the embar¬ 
rassing July 11 escape by 


the world's most power¬ 
ful drug lord, Joaquin “El 
Chapo” Guzman, from the 
maximum security prison 
Altiplano. 

Mexican officials had said 
it was impossible for him to 
escape and he wouldn't 
be extradited for “300 or 
400 years." Many specu¬ 
lated that his blatant flight 
through a tunnel beneath 
his cell strained U.S.-Mexico 
relations. 


Mexican officials would not 
comment on the timing 
of the extraditions or say 
whether they had to do 
with Guzman’s escape. 

“My guess it is that they’re 
probably starting to make 
amends for El Chapo,” said 
Mexican security expert 
Alejandro Hope, adding 
that 13 at one time is not 
unprecedented. “Maybe 
they don’t feel as safe now 
about the security in the 


prison system." 

Among those sent to the 
U.S. were Edgar Valdez 
Villarreal, known as “La 
Barbie,” a top lieutenant 
to the late Arturo Beltran 
Leyva who later led his own 
faction of the Beltran Ley¬ 
va cartel, and Jorge Cos¬ 
tilla Sanchez, known as “El 
Coss,” an alleged former 
leader of fhe Gulf Cartel 
and Los Zetas, federal pros¬ 
ecutor Tomas Zeron said. □

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 

— Twice-ousted Haitian 
President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide urged thousands 
of supporters gathered 
outside his house this week 
to vote for the presidential 
candidate of the political 
faction he founded years 
ago. 

Backers of the Fanmi La¬ 
valas movement chanted, 
sang and waved photos of 
Aristide after they trekked 
to his home in the Port-au- 
Prince suburb of Tabarre 
following a campaign rally 
miles away for the party’s 
presidential candidate. 

In early evening Wednes¬ 
day, Aristide appeared 
outside his gate with Lava- 
las’ presidential candidate 
and party chief, Maryse 
Narcisse, to address the 
festive crowd. Standing on 
the back of a pickup truck 
alongside Narcisse, he 
called on supporters to en¬ 
sure that the party's leader 
wins this year's presidential 
election. The first round is 


Oct. 25. 

“Everybody needs to stick 
together for Maryse Nar¬ 
cisse to enter the National 
Palace as president,” Aris¬ 


tide said into a microphone 
during his roughly seven- 
minute speech, prompting 
loud cheers and applause. 
He also criticized Haiti’s 


electoral authorities for 
what he said were the 
flawed results from an Aug. 
9 legislative vote, which he 
described as a “selection 


instead of an election." 
Music blared from loud 
speakers as excited par¬ 
tisans jostled to catch a 
glimpse of the charismatic 
ex-president outside the 
green gate of the home 
where he has lived qui¬ 
etly since returning to Haiti 
in 2011. People chanted 
that Aristide, who asserted 
upon his return to Haiti that 
he would not get involved 
in politics, was their “king." 
“I am here because I love 
him and I hope that the 
Lavalas party he began 
can get back in power 
with these elections,” 
said unemployed laborer 
Jean Robert, one of sev¬ 
eral thousand people 
who walked for about 114 
hours under police watch 
to gather outside Aristide's 
walled property. 

The rarely seen Aristide re¬ 
mains a popular yet po¬ 
larizing figure more than a 
decade after he fled the 
country on a U.S. plane in 
February 2004 amid a vio¬ 
lent rebellion that led to his 
second ouster. □ 


Argentina intensifies effort to get ex-spy chief, blasts US

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — Argentina this week 
intensified efforts to track 
down a former spy chief 
who reportedly has taken 
refuge in Miami, with top 
government officials say¬ 
ing they plan to summon 
the American ambassador 
and accusing U.S. authori¬ 
ties of stonewalling. 
Cabinet chief Anibal Fer¬ 
nandez said that Argentina 
had received no response 


from eight requests sent to 
U.S. Justice Department 
officials seeking informa¬ 
tion about Antonio Stiuso, 
a former operations chief 
in the intelligence agency 
formally known as the Sec¬ 
retary of State Information. 
“Is the United States willing 
to allow a degradation that 
would put at risk its relation¬ 
ship with Argentina for a 
man who, according to 
what everybody says, has 
no strategic importance to 
the United States?" Fernan¬ 


dez told reporters. 

Oscar Parrilli, head of the 
Federal Intelligence Agen¬ 
cy, said Argentina planned 
to summon the American 
ambassador to Buenos Ai¬ 
res, 

Noah Mamet, to explain 
“the absolute lack of re¬ 
sponse and in some ways 
complicity in this situation.” 
A U.S. Embassy spokesper¬ 
son told The Associated 
Press that the mission would 
not comment on whether it 
had received requests for 


assistance in criminal mat¬ 
ters, but “we can say that 
we respond to any such re¬ 
quests through established 
judicial channels." 

Stiuso had assisted prosecu¬ 
tor Alberto Nisman in his in¬ 
vestigation of the unsolved 
bombing of a Buenos Aires 
Jewish community center 
in 1994 that killed 85. 
Nisman was found shot 
dead in his apartment in 
January, just days after ac¬ 
cusing President Cristina 
Fernandez of orchestrating 


a cover-up of the alleged 
roles of several Iranians in 
the bombing, the country’s 
worst terrorist attack. 
Fernandez has strongly de¬ 
nied Nisman's accusations, 
and a federal judge threw 
out the case. 

In speeches and in letters 
posted on social media, 
she has repeatedly sug¬ 
gested that Stiuso could 
be behind Nisman’s death, 
but never provided details. 
Nisman’s death has not 
been solved. □

Nadal praises 
Djokovic for his 
‘amazing season’

BANGKOK (AP) — The text 
message wasn’t enough, 
so Rafael Nadal praised 
rival Novak Djokovic in per¬ 
son Thursday for the top- 
ranked Serb's “amazing 
season" after winning his 
third major of 2015 at the 
U.S. Open. 

The seventh-ranked Nadal 
is in Bangkok for a sold-out 
exhibition match against 
Djokovic dubbed “Back to 
Thailand.” 

Friday’s event was orga¬ 
nized by local authorities to 
boost confidence in Thai¬ 
land’s safety after a dead¬ 
ly Aug. 17 bombing that 
left 20 dead in the heart of 
the capital. 

Seated beside each other 
at a packed news confer¬ 
ence, Nadal was asked if 
he hoped to get revenge 
on Djokovic, who won their 
last two tour matches at 
the French Open and in 
Monte Carlo. 

“Not really," the 29-year- 
old Spaniard said, laugh¬ 
ing. “No, even if I win to¬ 
morrow it will not be re¬ 
venge.

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Serena Williams withdraws from WTA Finals and China Open

BEIJING (AP) — The 2015 
season is over for Serena 
Williams. 

The No. 1-ranked Williams 
withdrew from her final two 
scheduled tournaments of 
the year on Thursday, say¬ 
ing she needs time to heal 
from a series of injuries and 
the heartbreak of coming 
up short in a bid for a cal¬ 
endar-year Grand Slam. 
Williams hasn't played 
since losing to Roberta 
Vinci in the semifinals of 
the U.S. Open, where she 
came two matches short 
of becoming the first player 
to win all four majors in the 
same year since Steffi Graf 
in 1988. 

“It’s no secret I’ve played 
injured most of the year 
— whether it was my el¬ 
bow, my knee, or, in the 
final moments after a cer¬ 
tain match in Flushing, my 
heart,” Williams said in a 
statement. 

Williams pulled out of next 
week’s China Open in Bei¬ 
jing and the season-ending 
WTA Finals in Singapore 
from Oct. 25-Nov. 1. 

“I want to compete as well 
as I can as long as I can,” 
she said. “So I’m taking a 
proactive step and with¬ 
drawing from tournaments 
in Beijing and Singapore to 
properly address my health 
and take the time to heal.” 


In 2015, Williams won 
the Australian Open, the 
French Open and Wimble¬ 
don. 

Williams said she plans 
to get back on the court 
during the offseason and 
prepare for the Australian 
Open in January, where 
she will be going for her 
22nd Grand Slam title. That 
would tie Steffi Graf for 
most in the Open era. 

“This is a very difficult de¬ 
cision, but one ultimately 
made because of the love 
of the game,” Williams said. 
“I plan to return to practic¬ 
ing and participating in ex¬ 
hibition matches later this

year. And when I do, I will 
focus and focus and focus 
so I can continue my jour¬ 
ney in this beautiful game.” 
Williams has already se¬ 
cured the year-end No. 1 
ranking for the third straight 
year and fifth season over¬ 
all. 

Williams won the last three 
WTA Finals, which features 
the world’s top eight play¬ 
ers. She has won the tour¬ 
nament a total of five times. 
“Serena’s health has to 
be her No. 1 priority,” WTA 
president Micky Lawler said 
in a statement Thursday. 
“The risk of injury is a reality 
in the world of elite athletic 


performance. We will miss 
seeing Serena on court in 
both Beijing and Singapore 
and wish her a speedy re¬ 
covery.”

And it’ll be up to New 
York’s offensive line to 
come up with a solution to 
keep Suh from getting too 
close to quarterback Ryan 
Fitzpatrick. 

“Oh, man,” right tackle Bre- 
no Giacomini said. “Every¬ 
body’s really good in this 
league. He's really good." 
Suh signed a six-year con¬ 
tract with the Dolphins 
in the offseason, a deal 
that's worth $114 million, 
with about $60 million fully 
guaranteed, making him 
the highest-paid defensive 
player in league history. In 
five years with Detroit, Suh 
was a force as he routine¬ 
ly overpowered offensive 
linemen and terrorized 
quarterbacks. 


Through three games, Suh 
has seven total tackles and 
no sacks — a bit of a slow 
start for him. The Dolphins’ 
defense, which includes 
linemen Cameron Wake, 
Earl Mitchell and Olivier 
Vernon, has taken down 
the quarterback just once 
while not yet living up to 
some high expectations. 
“I’ve gone through this 
before,” Suh said. “Teams 
don’t want us to get 
sacks and I commend 
them for that. At the 
end of the day, we 
have to go out there 
and will ourselves to 
sacks. Nobody is going 
to give them to us.” 

The Jets are well aware 
of what Suh and the 
rest of the Dolphins are 
capable of. 

“They’ve got a lot of 
guys down there,” 


Bowles said of the Dolphins’ 
defensive line. “We’ve got 
our work cut out for us.” 
Fitzpatrick has been sacked 
just once in two games, 
and he knows that number 
could rise in a hurry. 

“They create some match¬ 
up problems for you," Fitz¬ 
patrick said. “I’m not sitting 
here looking at that saying, 
‘Boy, I’m going to be able 
to sit back there all day 
and throw.’ They’ve got a 
lot of talented guys up front 
that can rush the passer.” 
And, talk about timing. Bri¬ 
an Winters is set to make 
his first start since early last 
season as he fills in for the 
injured Willie Colon at right 
guard. Winters, who started 
six games at left guard last 
year before going down 
with a knee injury, and Gia¬ 
comini will likely see plenty 
of Suh on Sunday. 


“He’s a good player,” 
Winters said. “I’m just go¬ 
ing to take it like any other 
game.” 

Suh isn’t quite like just any 
other player. The four-time 
Pro Bowl selection has 36 
career sacks and is routine¬ 
ly recognized as the best 
defensive tackle in the NFL. 
“He looks so big and pow¬ 
erful, but he's got some 
speed,” Giacomini said of 
the 6-foot-4, 320-pound 
Suh. “He knows how to use 
his technique. ... His tool¬ 
box of defensive moves or 
techniques that he uses is 
pretty full. He can change 
it up at any time.” 

Because of all that, Bowles 
had some sage advice for 
Winters when it comes to 
blocking Suh. 

“Just eat your Wheaties,” 
Bowles joked. “He’s going 
to be there. Brian’s a tough 


guy. He’ll fight.” 

That's something else Suh 
isn't particularly opposed 
to. The defensive tackle 
has been fined more than 
$250,000 during his career 
for his aggressive style of 
play. In Week 1, he was ac¬ 
cused of kicking off Wash¬ 
ington running back Alfred 
Morris’ helmet — an infrac¬ 
tion the NFL deemed was 
not on purpose and did not 
fine him. 

Giacomini also has a repu¬ 
tation for being ready to 
rumble, frequently getting 
into it with opponents while 
sticking up for teammates. 
So that could make for a 
potentially explosive show¬ 
down. 

“Obviously, you don’t want 
to get any flags or anything 
to put us in situations that 
make it tougher to score," 
Giacomini said. “It’s noted 
that he's a physical player 
and plays to the whistle 
and all that. But we've got 
to play smart.” 

Giacomini added that fac¬ 
ing both Suh and Wake will 
be a “good challenge” for 
the right side of the Jets’ of¬ 
fensive line. 

During the offseason and 
the beginning of training 
camp when Colon was 
out while getting his knee 
healthy, Giacomini and 
Winters constantly worked 
together. So, communica¬ 
tion on the line isn't expect¬ 
ed to be an issue for the 
two linemen. 

“We’re comfortable with 
each other,” Giacomini 
said. “I think he’s getting 
more comfortable on the 
right side. Winters is a good 
player and we're just going 
to have to go out there and 
do what we do, man.'O

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After years of declines, MLB offense perks up in 2nd half

NEW YORK (AP) - As fresh- 
faced rookies cleared 
fences right along with the 
reliable sluggers into late 
September, hitters perked 
up in the second half this 
season and stopped an 
eight-year slide in the big 
league batting average. 
The majors' batting aver¬ 
age jumped from .253 be¬ 
fore the All-Star break to 
.257. Runs were up, too, 
and there was a significant 
spike in homers. 

Major League Baseball has 
been concerned about 
decreased offense over 
the past 15 years and has 
been watching the figures 
closely. 

“Am I glad we had a little 
more offense? Yes,” new 
Commissioner Rob Man¬ 
fred said. “But do I think 
an uptick in August and 
September of one year is 
enough to base any deci¬ 
sion on? No, I really don't.” 
Why the hot second half at 
the plate? 

“Seeing guys for the first 
time can be a little bit of a 
disadvantage. You pick up 
their arm angle a little dif¬ 
ferently,” Chicago White 
Sox outfielder Adam Eaton 
said. “When you see them 
the second time, you have 
the advantage. And when 
you see them the third, 
fourth, fifth time, after the 
All-Star break, as a hitter, 
you learn from your mis¬ 
takes.” 

The average number of 
runs per team each game 
climbed 9 percent in the 


second half, from 4.1 to 
4.47, and home runs shot 
up nearly 16 percent, from 
.95 to 1.1. 

Still, the sport is nothing like 
the homer-happy days of 
the Steroids Era, an offense 
boom that saw the batting 
average peak at .271 in 
1999 and the team home 
run average at 1.17 per 
game the following year. 
The big league batting av¬ 
erage was .269 in 2006 but 
dropped for eight seasons 
in a row to .251 last year - its 
lowest since a .244 in 1972, 
the last season before the 


American League adopt¬ 
ed the designated hitter. 
That drop followed the start 
of drug testing in 2003, pen¬ 
alties for positive steroids 
tests the following year and 
a ban on amphetamines in 
2006. This season's average 
is back up to .255. 

Average home runs per 
team each game pla- 
teaued at .87 last year, its 
lowest level since 1992, but 
perked up to 1.01 this sea¬ 
son - around the level of 
2012. 

“You go back and talk 
about the juiced balls or 


some of the technology, 
the bats and so forth, I don’t 
know if that has something 
to do with it,” Oakland 
manager Bob Melvin said. 
“But offense is definitely up, 
- homers are more so.” 
Melvin saw plenty of them 
leave the ballpark against 
his A’s last weekend, when 
San Francisco rookie Jar- 
rett Parker connected four 
times in two games, includ¬ 
ing a grand slam among 
his three homers in s 14-10 
win Saturday. 

After explosive growth in 
defensive shifts in 2014 and 


2015, it appears more hit¬ 
ters adjusted this year - lay¬ 
ing down a bunt here and 
there to give opponents 
second thoughts and oc¬ 
casionally making an effort 
to drive outside pitches the 
other way. 

One trend hasn’t changed: 
Most teams have an as¬ 
sembly line of relievers 
coming out of their bull- 
pens in the middle innings 
at 95 mph and up. 

“A lot of guys are throw¬ 
ing hard,” Giants shortstop 
Brandon Crawford said. 
“It seems like everybody's 
throwing a cutter now to 
keep you off the straight 
fastball." 

Seemingly tied to the in¬ 
crease in an offense is a 
spike in game times. Base¬ 
ball made an effort to 
speed the pace this year, 
installing clocks to time be- 
tween-innings breaks and 
pitching changes, and tell¬ 
ing hitters to keep at least 
one foot in the batter's box 
in many instances. 

The average time of a 
nine-inning game was 2 
hours, 53 minutes before 
the All-Star break, a drop 
of 10 minutes from 2014. 
But it has been 3:00 since 
the break, down just two 
minutes. That leaves the 
overall season average at 
2:56, a 6-minute decrease. 
“We're basically back to 
the 2012 game," Manfred 
said. “To get an improve¬ 
ment in offense while your 
still shortening the game, if 
that’s the way it turns out, 
that would be a very posi¬ 
tive development.”□ 


KC pitcher Guthrie remembers 
Oregon hometown after shooting

CHICAGO (AP) - Kansas 
City Royals pitcher Jeremy 
Guthrie fondly remembers 
those days growing up in 
Oregon - riding his bike all 
around Roseburg, going to 
the local swimming pool 
and cheering on the bas¬ 
ketball team at Umpqua 
Community College. 

All those memories came 
flooding back after a gun¬ 
man opened fire at the 
school on Thursday, killing 
at least nine people before 


dying in a shootout with 
police. “It’s a very small 
community,” Guthrie said 
of the town where he was 
born and lived until he was 
12. “My mom spent time 
there. I don't remember - I 
was so young - if she was 
going to school there or if 
she was helping out there, 
but my brothers and I used 
to go swimming there at 
the swimming pool that 
you can see in those aerial 
photos. We used to watch 
basketball games there for 


the local team.” “So we 
spent a lot of time there 
and it’s part of the commu¬ 
nity. I’m sure they're going 
through a lot of pain. I'm 
sure a lot of people and 
families are connected to 
some of the victims,” he 
said. Guthrie's father sold 
cars in the Roseburg area 
for about 20 years, and the 
left-hander said he still has 
several aunts, uncles and 
cousins in the region about 
180 miles south of Portland. 
□

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Google’s driverless car drivers ride a career less traveled

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. 
(AP) — After a friend rec¬ 
ommended that he join a 
secret Google project six 
years ago, Brian Torcellini 
suddenly found himself on 
the road to an occupa¬ 
tional oxymoron. He be¬ 
came a driver in a driver¬ 
less car. 

Torcellini, 31, leads a crew 
of test, or “safety," drivers 
who are legally required 
to ride in Google’s fleet of 
48 robot cars. They only 
take control in emergen¬ 
cies. Otherwise, they make 
observations that help the 
Internet company’s engi¬ 
neers program the cars to 
navigate the roads without 
human assistance. 

“A lot of people go to work 
and sit in a cubicle,” Tor¬ 
cellini says. “Our cube just 
happens to move around 
the roads. And if we are 
successful, we are going to 
put ourselves out of a job.” 
The driverless cars already 
have logged more than 2 
million miles in six years of 
sometimes tedious testing 
on private tracks, high¬ 
ways and city streets locat¬ 
ed mostly near Google’s 
Mountain View, California, 
headquarters. 

The vehicles have trav¬ 
eled more than half that 
distance in automated 
mode, with one test driver 
in place to take control 
of the car if the technol¬ 
ogy fails or a potentially 
dangerous situation arises. 
Meanwhile, another driver 
sits in the front passenger 
seat typing notes about 
problems that need to be 
fixed and traffic scenarios 
that need to be studied. 

“I don’t want to compare 
myself to an astronaut, 
but it kind of feels like that 
sometimes,” says Google 
test driver Ryan Espinosa 
while riding in an auto¬ 
mated Lexus that recently 


took an Associated Press 
reporter on a 20-minute 
ride around town without 
requiring any human inter¬ 
vention. 

If the technology advanc¬ 
es as Google envisions, the 
only people sitting in driv¬ 
erless cars by 2020 will be 
passengers looking for an 
easier way to get around. 
Even fewer test drivers will 
be working because the 
driverless cars will be com¬ 
pletely autonomous, elimi¬ 
nating the need for the ve¬ 


hicles to be equipped with 
steering wheels or brake 
pedals. Everything will be 
controlled through a com¬ 
bination of sensors, lasers, 
software and intricate 
maps — a vision that could 
very well leave many of 
Google’s test drivers look¬ 
ing for a new line of work. 
The job requires a sense 
of adventure, something 
Torcellini acquired when 
he began to surf in high 
school. His other passions 
include spear fishing and 
scuba diving, which he 
likens to the sensation he 
gets when he climbs into 
one of Google’s self-driv¬ 


ing cars and pushes the 
button that activates the 
vehicle's robotic controls. 
“When you go scuba div¬ 
ing and take a moment to 
really think about it, you re¬ 
alize you are doing some¬ 
thing that isn’t supposed to 
be humanly possible: you 
are breathing underwa¬ 
ter,” Torcellini says. “It's the 
same kind of feeling you 
get in one of these cars. 
It’s not supposed to be hu¬ 
manly possible.” 

While the engineers who 


are programming the ro¬ 
bot cars have technical 
backgrounds, most of the 
test drivers don't. 

Torcellini worked in a drug 
store warehouse while get¬ 
ting his degree in political 
science at San Diego State 
University. He dreamed of 
pursuing a career writing 
about surfing. He ended 
up at Google in 2009 after 
a friend who worked for the 
company suggested he in¬ 
terview for an opening on 
a then-secret project. 
Espinosa, 27, was working 
in a bicycle shop before 
he was hired as a test driv¬ 
er two-and-half years ago. 


Stephanie Villegas, 28, was 
a swim instructor, knife 
sharpener and bond trad¬ 
er before becoming a test 
driver. Other test drivers 
are military veterans and 
former photographers. 
They all share at least one 
thing in common: spotless 
driving records. 

Before they are entrusted 
with the cars, Google’s 
test drivers must complete 
three-week training cours¬ 
es. The drivers are taught 
to take control of the robot 


car whenever there is any 
moment of doubt or dan¬ 
ger. 

Google employs “dozens" 
of test drivers but won’t 
reveal the precise num¬ 
ber. It’s likely around 100 
because California law 
requires two test drivers 
per vehicle, and Google’s 
fleet currently consists of 25 
pod-like cars and 23 Lex- 
uses. 

A few of those self-driving 
cars Google also recently 
began cruising around 
Austin, Texas, so a few of 
the test drivers are based 
there. 

The crew consists of a mix 


of full-time employees 
and contractors, some of 
whom are eventually hired 
by the company. 

The drivers who start off as 
contractors begin at $20 
per hour with “many op¬ 
portunities” for overtime 
when they log more than 
eight hours in a day or 40 
hours in a week, according 
to Google's recent help- 
wanted listings posted on 
Glassdoor.com. The drivers 
who become employees 
receive company stock 
options in addition to their 
salaries, though Google 
won't disclose how much 
they are paid. 

Besides having clean driv¬ 
ing records, Google's test 
drivers say the job requires 
a combination of good 
judgment, patience and 
fearlessness. The self-driving 
cars were in 16 accidents 
from May 2010 through Au¬ 
gust, but they are becom¬ 
ing more frequent as the 
vehicles spend more time 
on public roads. Half of the 
collisions have happened 
since February — a stretch 
when the self-driving cars 
were traveling an average 
of about 10,000 miles per 
week on public streets in 
autonomous mode. There 
have been no major inju¬ 
ries reported so far. 

The self-driving technology 
hasn't been to blame for 
any of the accidents, ac¬ 
cording to Google, though 
it says one collision was 
caused by an employee 
who was steering a robot 
car while running a person¬ 
al errand. In all but three 
of the accidents, Google's 
self-driving cars have been 
rear-ended, a trend that 
the company believes 
has to do with the large 
number of motorists who 
are texting, talking on the 
phone or otherwise doing 
something besides paying 
attention to the roads and 
their surroundings.Q

U.S. construction 
spending up 0.7 
percent in August

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Spending on U.S. construc¬ 
tion projects rose in August 
to the highest point in more 
than seven years, fueled 
by home building and gov¬ 
ernment projects. 
Construction spending in 
August increased 0.7 per¬ 
cent from July, when it had 
risen 0.4 percent, the Com¬ 
merce Department said 
Thursday. 

The latest result suggests 
that businesses remain 
confident enough in the 
economy to expand. Con¬ 
struction activity is expect¬ 
ed to provide solid support 
for the overall economy for 
the rest of the year. 

The gains were led by gains 
of 1.3 percent in home 
building and 0.5 percent in 
government construction 
projects. 

Private nonresidential con¬ 
struction also advanced, 
but by a more modest 0.2 
percent. Two key areas 
— office building and the 
category that covers shop¬ 
ping centers — both de¬ 
clined. 

The 1.3 percent rise in 
home construction reflect¬ 
ed a 4.8 percent surge in 
apartment construction 
and a more modest 0.7 
percent rise in construction 
of single-family homes. 

The 0.5 percent rise in gov¬ 
ernment construction proj¬ 
ects was driven by a 0.5 
percent rise in state and lo¬ 
cal projects and a 0.6 per¬ 
cent rise in federal building 
projects. 

The overall economy, as 
measured by the gross do¬ 
mestic product, expanded 
at an annual rate of 3.9 
percent in the April-June 
quarter. 

Business spending on struc¬ 
tures grew at a 6.2 percent 
rate during the spring while 
construction of homes was 
growing af an even faster 
9.3 percent rate after gains 
of 10 percent over the pre¬ 
vious six months.□

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United’s new CEO acknowledges airline’s failures

NEW YORK (AP) — Five 
years after United Airlines 
and Continental merged, 
the company’s new CEO 
declared in a public letter 
that the combined com¬ 
pany has failed to live up 
to the expectations of both 
fliers and United’s employ¬ 
ees. 

Just three weeks into the 
job, CEO Oscar Munoz ac¬ 
knowledged in full-page 
newspaper ads that “the 


journey hasn’t always been 
smooth.” Since the merger. 
United has been plagued 
with chronic delays, com¬ 
puter outages and dissat¬ 
isfied workers, who have a 
reputation for taking out 
their frustrations on fliers. 
The problems overshad¬ 
owed the tenure of former 
CEO Jeff Smisek, who took 
over the combined airline 
when the merger closed on 
Oct. 1,2009. 

On Sept. 8, Chicago-based 
United Continental Hold¬ 


ings said Smisek was ousted 
following an internal inves¬ 
tigation into the airline's 
dealing with the public 
agency that operates its 
hub airport in Newark, New 
Jersey. 

That agency, the Port Au¬ 
thority of New York and 
New Jersey, is part of a 
federal investigation into 
abuse of power. Munoz, 
a railroad executive and 
head of United’s audit 
committee, was named 
president and CEO. 


In his letter, which ran in 
national newspapers, Mu¬ 
noz didn't offer any hints 
as to how he will actually 
fix United's many problems 
except that he will listen to 
fliers and employees. 

“We are committed to 
re-earning your trust,” he 
wrote. 

The company set up a web¬ 
site, UnitedAirtime.com, for 
people to ask questions 
and provide feedback to 
the airline. The airline post¬ 
ed a few questions and 


answers in advance of the 
site's launch that focus on 
delayed luggage delivery, 
aging airplanes that lack 
Wi-Fi or working TVs and 
the poor quality of first-class 
meals. “Let's be honest, the 
implementation of the Unit¬ 
ed and Continental merger 
has been rocky for custom¬ 
ers and employees,” Munoz 
says on a video greeting 
on the site. “While it’s been 
improving recently, we 
still haven't lived up to our 
promise or our potential.”□

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) —

About 700 workers will be 
in Chicago starting next 
summer, including the 
company’s senior leader¬ 
ship as well as some opera¬ 
tions for its consumer foods 
segment that are situated 
in Omaha and Naperville, 
Illinois. The company will 
maintain a significant pres¬ 
ence in Omaha with about 
1,200 employees, ConAgra 
said. Those workers will be 
involved in research and 
development, supply 
chain management and 
some key administrative 
functions. 

The company has around 


3,000 employees at its 
headquarters in Omaha, in 
Lincoln, and across the Mis¬ 
souri River in Council Bluffs, 


Iowa. 

The Naperville office, 
about an hour southwest of 
the Chicago, will close and 


between 320 and 350 jobs 
from there will move to the 
city after the cuts. 
ConAgra, which makes

dogs, said the job cuts ex¬ 
clude plant positions and 
do not include any impact 
from the planned sale of its 
private label operations. 
It anticipates about $345 
million in one-time charges 
over the next two to three 
years related to the re¬ 
structuring. 

“It is critical that we run as 
lean and as efficient and 
as effective as possible,” 
ConAgra spokesman Jon 
Harris said. 

The jobs being eliminated 
are primarily redundant 
positions or jobs that will be 
outsourced, ConAgra said 
Thursday. 

The changes should create 
about $200 million in cost 
savings, with more than 
half of that realized by the 
end of fiscal 2017, accord¬ 
ing to ConAgra.

VW confirms Poetsch to become chairman amid scandal 


FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 

— Volkswagen has con¬ 
firmed chief financial offi¬ 
cer Hans Dieter Poetsch will 
become board chairman 
as the automaker faces 
a scandal over cars that 
were equipped to cheat 
on U.S. government emis¬ 
sions tests. 

Poetsch, 64, has been the 
company's CFO since 
2003. The company said he 
would be appointed to the 
board and then elected 
chairman. 

The board said in a state¬ 
ment Thursday that it was 
postponing a special 


shareholders’ meeting slat¬ 
ed for Nov. 9. It said that an 
investigation into the firm's 
conduct carried out by law 
firm Jones Day will take “at 
least several months” and 
would not be completed 
for the meeting. 

That meant the company 
would not be ready to 
provide “well-founded” 
answers to shareholders’ 
questions. The decisions 
were made during seven 
hours of “intense discus¬ 
sions” at a board meeting 
on Wednesday evening, 
the statement said. 
Volkswagen also named 


the members of a five- 
member board committee 
that is to monitor the prog¬ 
ress of the investigation into 
how cars were equipped 
with software that turned 
on emission controls during 
official testing but turned 
them off them during ordi¬ 
nary driving. 

The committee will be 
headed by the current 
acting board chairman, 
Berthold Huber. Huber is 
the former head of the IG 
Metall industrial workers’ 
union. 

Meanwhile, prosecutors 
in Braunschweig issued a 


statement seeking to clarify 
their investigation into what 
possible role former Volk¬ 
swagen CEO Martin Winter- 
korn played in the scandal. 
About a dozen criminal 
complaints have been 
filed by citizens, and one 
by VW itself, as allowed 
under German law. Based 
upon those complaints the 
prosecutors said Monday 
they had opened an inves¬ 
tigation. They said it would 
concentrate on the suspi¬ 
cion of fraud committed 
through the sale of vehicles 
with manipulated emissions 
data, and aimed to deter¬ 


mine who was responsible. 
On Thursday, however, 
they said there had been 
a “misunderstanding” by 
some and said they did 
not currently have any 
evidence against Winter- 
korn, but that he had been 
named in the investigation 
as the head of Volkswa¬ 
gen. 

They said their initial release 
mistakenly said it was an 
“investigation against Prof. 
Dr. Winterkorn.” 

“The goal of the investiga¬ 
tion is in particular to clarify 
responsibility,” the prosecu¬ 
tors’ office said. □

Insurance swindler and for¬ 
mer international fugitive 
Martin Frankel on Thurs¬ 
day was ordered into a 
residential program for ex¬ 
convicts, his second stop 
since being released from 
federal prison last month. 
Frankel was sentenced in 
2004 to 17 years behind 
bars for devising a plot to 
cheat insurance compa¬ 
nies out of $200 million to 
pay for a luxurious lifestyle 
that included a mansion 
in Greenwich, fancy cars 
and diamonds the size of 
nickels. 

He was released to a half¬ 
way house in Massachu¬ 
setts last month but was 
sent back to prison after 
authorities say he violated 
the rules at that home. 
During a hearing Thursday 
in U.S. District Court, Frankel 
agreed to spend the next 
six months in a military-style 
program in Hartford run by 
the Salvation Army. “They 
are wonderful people,” 
Frankel told Judge Janet C. 
Hall. Public defender Tracy 
Hayes said Frankel viewed 
the Massachusetts halfway 
house as “almost another 
jail" because it had bars 
on the windows and that 
is what led to his problems 
there. Frankel was sent to 
prison for defrauding insur¬ 
ance companies that he 
purchased in several states 
through a trust set up to 
hide his involvement, since 
he had been barred from 
securities trading because 
of a similar scheme he 
committed years before in

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 

One of the two critical ar¬ 
eas where New England 
fishermen search for cod 
may be in even worse 
shape than suspected. 
Fishing managers already 


knew cod stocks in Georg¬ 
es Bank were thin, but new 
data from the Northeast 
Fisheries Science Cen¬ 
ter says research boats 
caught less of the fish this 
past spring than in all but 
one spring season dating 
back to 1968. 


Lead scientist of Pluto 
expedition has 
book deal 


NEW YORK (AP) — You’ve 
seen the images from Plu¬ 
to. Now, the lead scientist 
of the historic NASA expe¬ 
dition is ready to tell the 
whole story. 

Alan Stern, principal inves¬ 
tigator of the New Horizons 
mission, has a deal with 
Picador for a “behind the 
scenes” account of July’s 
flyby. 

The publisher announced 
Thursday that the book is 
called “Chasing New Ho¬ 
rizons: Inside Humankind’s 
First Mission to Pluto." It’s 


scheduled for publication 
in spring 2017. David Grin- 
spoon, a planetary scien¬ 
tist and award-winning sci¬ 
ence writer, will co-write 
the book. 

July’s unprecedented en¬ 
counter with the dwarf 
planet was the last stop 
on NASA’s long tour of our 
solar-system, dating back 
to when Pluto was a full- 
fledged planet. Scientists 
in charge of New Horizons 
have hoped the new ob¬ 
servations will restore Plu¬ 
to's honor. □ 


Researchers: carbon 
pledges lower 
warming forecast 


STOCKHOLM (AP) — A cli¬ 
mate research group says 
carbon emissions cuts 
pledged by governments 
could rein in global warm¬ 
ing by up to 1 degree C 
(1.8 degrees F) by 2100. 

On Thursday — the dead¬ 
line for submitting pledges 
for a U.N. climate pact 
— the Climate Action 
Tracker group said if fully 
implemented, the emis¬ 
sions targets would result 
in 2.7 C (4.9 F) of warming 
compared to pre-industrial 
times. Without those cuts. 


the group calculated that 
there would be an addi¬ 
tional 0.5-1.1 C (0.9-2.0 F) 
of warming. 

Currently, temperatures 
are about 1.8 C (3.2 F) 
warmer than in pre-indus¬ 
trial times. 

A separate analysis this 
week by the U.S.-based 
Climate Interactive group 
projected 3.5 C (6.3 F) of 
warming based on the cur¬ 
rent pledges.

A report from the cen¬ 
ter states that the boats 
caught about 3.3 pounds 
of cod each time the net 
went in and out of the wa¬ 
ter last spring, compared 
to more than three times 
that amount two years 
earlier. Those numbers 
were routinely more than 
20 pounds per trip in the 
late 1980s. 

The status of cod in Georg¬ 
es Bank, a broad swath of 
elevated sea floor off of 
Massachusetts, could mo¬ 
tivate regulators to again 
lower catch quotas for the 
area. Quotas have plum¬ 
meted from more than 
4,800 metric tons in 2012 
to less than 2,000 metric 
tons this year. 


It's more bad news for 
the faltering fishery, which 
generations of New Eng¬ 
land fishermen have re¬ 
lied upon to make a living. 
Regulators and marine 
scientists have said over¬ 
fishing hit the stock hard 
and warming oceans 
could be making it worse. 
“Is that coming as a sur¬ 
prise from anybody who 
knows what the water 
temperature is out there? 
No, it shouldn’t be,” said 
David Goethel, a New 
Hampshire-based fisher¬ 
man. “These fish are de¬ 
clining because of cli¬ 
mate change." 

Regulators say the Gulf of 
Maine, home of the other 
key cod fishing ground off 


of New England, is also in 
dire shape — the National 
Marine Fisheries Service 
scientists said last year the 
amount of cod spawning 
in the Gulf was estimated 
to be 3 to 4 percent of its 
target level. 

The Northeast Fisheries 
Science Center gave 
the report to The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Tuesday. 
The status of the Georges 
Bank cod was the sub¬ 
ject of a presentation to 
federal fishing managers 
on Wednesday in Plym¬ 
outh, Massachusetts. 
The New England Fishery 
Management Council will 
likely set a fishing quota 
for Georges Bank cod in 
December.Q

TORONTO (AP) — “Free- 
held,” a gay-rights drama 
about the turning tide of 
social justice, was shaped 
by the same currents of 
change it depicts. 

In the course of making the 
true story about New Jer¬ 
sey police detective Laurel 
Hester’s fight for pension 
benefits for her domestic 
partner, Stacie Andree, the 
Supreme Court ruled in fa¬ 
vor of marriage equality 
and one of the film’s stars, 
Ellen Page, came out. 
“Freeheld,” the story of a 
landmark victory in an on¬ 
going battle for LGBT rights, 
is part celebration, part in¬ 
spiration. 

“Whenever you have these 
really amazing moments of 
progress or advancement, 
there can be a backlash 
to that,” says Page, also a 
producer of the film. “It’s 
nice to have this film now 
to celebrate the joy and 
celebrate the progress, 
mixed with, of course, the 
backlash that comes from 
people that struggle with 
the LGBT community." 
“Freeheld,” which opens 
in theaters Friday, drama¬ 
tizes the events of Cynthia 
Wade’s 2007 Oscar-win¬ 


ning short documentary 
of the same name. Hester, 
a 23-year police veteran 
played by Julianne Moore, 
was dying of terminal lung 
cancer when she sought 
to have her pension trans¬ 
ferred on her death to An¬ 
dree (Page), as would be 
the case for a married cou¬ 
ple. A panel of county leg¬ 
islators — freeholders — ini¬ 
tially refused, and the case 


became a national story. 
The film, directed by Peter 
Sollett and penned by Ron 
Nyswaner, is about the re¬ 
luctant entry of Hester and 
Andree — both humble, 
private people — into the 
public struggle of the gay 
rights movement. It oc¬ 
curred simultaneously with 
the rapid onset of Hester's 
cancer; she died in 2006 
at age 49, shortly after the 


freeholders reversed their 
ruling. 

“It is so personal, so, so in¬ 
credibly personal,” says 
Moore. “We were really en¬ 
trusted with an awful lot.” 
Such are the terms all in¬ 
volved with “Freeheld" use 
to describe an unusually 
emotional movie experi¬ 
ence. Andree was involved 
with the film, meeting with 
Moore and Page, visiting 


the set and attending the 
film's moving premiere at 
the Toronto International 
Film Festival. 

It was also especially per¬ 
sonal for Page, who joined 
the project several years 
before she, herself, came 
out in 2014. The 28-year-old 
actress credits “Freeheld” 
with helping her in her own 
struggles with being clos¬ 
eted. “Laurel and Stacie 
are really incredible people 
who did something really 
extraordinary that created 
a profound ripple effect for 
change,” says Page. “To 
be part of a story that's in¬ 
spiring and also personally 
meaningful, of course, is a 
pretty wonderful opportu¬ 
nity to have." 

Moore said witnessing 
Page’s experience gave 
her a new perspective. 
“Here was this young per¬ 
son who’s been dealing 
with this tremendously prob¬ 
ably isolating experience, 
and how liberating it was 
for her to finally be play¬ 
ing someone in a same-sex 
relationship,” Moore says. 
“I’ve had plenty of friends 
who have gone through it, 
but it was personalized for 
me. I was touched by her 
and her vulnerability and 
her openness.”□ 


Thomas Rhett brings retro 
soul to country radio

NASHVILLE, Term. (AP) — 

The initial market testing 
on a handful of new songs 
from country singer Thom¬ 
as Rhett, including his first 
single, “Crash and Burn,” 
wasn't promising. 

“So the feedback came 
back on ‘Crash,’ I think 
the feedback said ‘poor,’” 
Rhett said of the funky song 
with a beat emphasized 
with whistles and snaps. 
“So for us to put ‘Crash’ out 
with that kind of feedback 
was kinda scary and risky at 
the same time." 

But the song hit No. 1 on 
Billboard’s Country Airplay 
Chart and No. 2 on Hot 
Country Songs. (His mother 


called the local country ra¬ 
dio station in Nashville and 
told the DJ, “You have to 
listen to it three times be¬ 
fore you can love it.”) 

Now Rhett is nominated for 
new artist of the year at the 
2015 CM A Awards, to be 
presented Nov. 4 at Nash¬ 
ville’s Bridgestone Arena. 
The show will air on ABC. 
With each single he’s re¬ 
leased since his debut in 
2012, Rhett has gotten clos¬ 
er to his niche in country 
music: a retro, soul-inspired 
danceable mix of arena¬ 
sized tunes and hooky mel¬ 
odies. 

On his new album, “Tan¬ 
gled Up," the 25-year-old 
trained his voice so he 
could hit falsetto notes 


while still maintaining his 
Georgia twang. 

“There are a lot of songs 
on this album that I cut 
envisioning myself in an 
arena,” said Rhett, who has 
opened for Jason Aldean 
and Florida Georgia Line. “I 
think live shows are where 
fans make their memories 
of you. They can hear you 
on the radio all they want, 
but they aren’t seeing your 
face and they aren’t see¬ 
ing how you sing ‘Crash 
and Burn' live or how 
you do ‘Beer With Jesus’ 
stripped down.” 

Jesse Frasure, a co-writer 
on “Crash and Burn" and 
an album co-producer, 
said Rhett had a very clear 
vision of the album, which

L. A. prosecutors 
reviewing case 
against Bill Cosby 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Los 

Angeles prosecutors are 
reviewing an investigation 
into a model's accusa¬ 
tions that Bill Cosby sexually 
abused her at the Playboy 
Mansion, an official said 
Thursday. 

District attorney’s spokes¬ 
woman Jane Robison said 
Thursday that police detec¬ 
tives presented evidence 
Wednesday afternoon for 
a possible criminal case. 
There's no timetable for 
when a decision will be 
made on whether to 
charge the comedian, and 
it is unclear what charges 
could be filed. 

Model Chloe Goins met 
with detectives in January 
and has accused Cosby of 
drugging her and accost¬ 
ing her in a bedroom of 
the Playboy Mansion in Au¬ 
gust 2008, but the come¬ 
dian’s lawyer has denied 
the claims, saying Cosby 
wasn't in Los Angeles at 
the time. 

An email seeking comment 
from Cosby's attorney, 
Marty Singer, was not im¬ 
mediately returned. 

Cosby has been accused 
by dozens of women of 
sexual misconduct, but 
most of their claims are 
barred from being filed as 
civil or criminal cases due 


to statutes of limitations. 
Goins was the second 
woman to meet with Los 
Angeles police detec¬ 
tives to detail accusations 
against Cosby. 

Prosecutors rejected fil¬ 
ing charges against Cos¬ 
by based on allegations 
by Judy Huth, a Riverside 
County resident who is su¬ 
ing the comedian, alleg¬ 
ing he abused her in the 
early 1970s when she was 
15 years old. Huth's law¬ 
suit also states the abuse 
happened at the Playboy 
Mansion. 

Huth's claims were reject¬ 
ed for a criminal case be¬ 
cause the statute of limita¬ 
tions had expired. 

Cosby, 78, is scheduled to 
be deposed in that case 
Oct. 9. 

Fallout from the allegations 
against Cosby continues, 
with the University of San 
Francisco, a Jesuit Catholic 
school, revoking an honor¬ 
ary degree it presented to 
Cosby in 2012. The school 
announced the decision 
Wednesday, the same day 
Brown University revoked 
a doctorate of humane 
letters it granted Cosby in 
1985, and days after Ford- 
ham and Marquette uni¬ 
versities rescinded degrees 
they bestowed to Cosby.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

fall's most ambitious liter¬ 
ary release took 17 years to 
complete, runs more than 
3000 pages, draws upon 
the talents of more than a 
dozen translators and has 
a list price of $100. 

It also features an introduc¬ 
tion from Nobel laureate 
Toni Morrison. 

“The Complete Works of 
Primo Levi" is a 3-volume 
set of writings by the late 
Italian author and Aus¬ 
chwitz survivor whose 
memoir “If This is a Man” 
remains a standard work 
of Holocaust literature. The 
anthology was conceived 
in 1998 by W.W. Norton & 
Company executive editor 
Robert Weil, who had had 
surprising success with a 
two-volume compilation of 
Russian author Isaac Babel 
and thought Levi a worthy 
follow-up. 

“But if the publisher had 
known back in 1998 how 
long this would take I 
would never have gotten 
it approved,” Weil said dur¬ 
ing a recent interview. 

Levi was world famous at 
the time of his death (wide¬ 
ly believed a suicide), in 
1987, but his work in the 
U.S. suffered from the ran¬ 
dom treatment given to 
so many foreign-language 
authors. At least seven 
publishers had rights to var¬ 
ious editions and the qual¬ 
ity of translations was errat¬ 
ic enough that new trans¬ 
lations were commissioned 
for virtually all of the books. 
Many stories and poems 
had never been collected 
in English before. 

Literary works in general 
depend on critics’ support 
and strong reviews are es¬ 
pecially vital for “The Com¬ 
plete Works of Primo Levi,” 
which like a 4-hour movie 
needs to be regarded as 
something extraordinary, 
as an event. So far, review¬ 
ers have duly applauded. 
The Washington Post’s Mi¬ 
chael Dirda praised it as 
“old-school publishing on a 
grand scale,” while James 
Wood of The New Yorker 
called it a “monumental 


and noble endeavor.” 
Estimating that he has de¬ 
voted more than 6,000 
emails to the Levi project, 
Weil brought in a wide 
range of collaborators. To 
oversee the new transla¬ 
tions and work on some 
of the books, he recruited 
New Yorker editor Ann 
Goldstein, already known 
to many readers for her 
English-language editions 
of the novels of Elena Fer- 
rante. Other contributors 
include authors Simon Rich 
and Jenny McPhee, and, 
for Levi’s poetry, Jonathan 
Galassi, the president and 
publisher of Farrar, Straus &

Giroux and a leading trans¬ 
lator of Italian verse. 
Morrison's participation 
wasn’t planned when 
Weil thought of the Levi 
anthology and came 
about through a conver¬ 
sation in early 2014 with 
Harold Augenbraum, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the 
National BookFoundation, 
which presents the Nation¬ 
al Book Awards. Augen¬ 
braum recommended that 
Weil contact the author of 
“Beloved" and “The Bluest 
Eye” and other novels, cit¬ 
ing her singular gift for cap¬ 
turing “the human cost of 
holocaust,” he told The As¬ 
sociated Press in a recent 
email. 

According to Weil, Mor¬ 
rison initially turned him 
down because she had 
other writing commitments. 
Weil responded by send¬ 
ing Morrison a package of 
Levi books, plus an essay 
he had written about him.

Within three weeks, Morri¬ 
son changed her mind. 
“She was hugely enthused 
about his writings,” Weil 
said. 

Levi, born in 1919, was a 
promising young chemist 
and member of an anti- 
Fascist organization when 
arrested late in 1943 and 
the following February 
stuffed by the Nazis with 
hundreds of others on a 
train to Auschwitz. “At Aus¬ 
chwitz I became a Jew,” 
he would recall. “The con¬ 
sciousness of feeling differ¬ 
ent was forced upon me.” 
Russian troops liberated 
Auschwitz early in 1945 and 
after months in a Soviet 
transit camp Levi returned 
to Turin, where he soon 
began writing “If This is a 
Man.” The book was pub¬ 
lished in Italy in 1947, but 
took more than a decade 
to find an international au¬ 
dience, only reaching the 
United States in 1959. 

Over the last quarter cen¬ 
tury of his life, Levi was ac¬ 
claimed for the force and 
clarity of his prose, for the 
welding of lyricism, wis¬ 
dom, imagination and 
logic. He proved gifted 
not just at nonfiction, but 
poetry, short fiction and 
with such novels as “The 
Wrench” and “If Not Now, 
When?” In “The Periodic 
Table,” he told the story 
of his life through chapters 
dedicated to gold, silver 
and other elements. 

In her introduction to the 
complete works, Morrison 
notes that “The triumph of 
human identity and worth 
over the pathology of hu¬ 
man destruction glows vir¬ 
tually everywhere in Levi’s 
writing.” 

“Primo Levi understands 
evil as not only banal but 
unworthy of our insight — 
even of our intelligence, 
for it reveals nothing inter¬ 
esting or compelling about 
itself,” Morrison writes. “It 
has merely size to solicit 
our attention and an alien 
stench to repel or impress 
us. For this articulate sur¬ 
vivor, individual identity is 
supreme; efforts to drown 
identity inevitably become 
futile."□ 
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
